MINUTES

Commissioner Corn moved to adopt the minutes from February 20, 2020, Commissioner

Bilberry seconded the motion. A voice vote was unanimous, and the motion carried.

PRESENTATION

Chairman Cavin made it clear the County was not takin8 the Coronavirus lightly. He mentioned

that currently at the Wool Bowl people in Chaves County were being tested. He introduced Dr.

Khorsand and Dr. Jewel from Kymera. Dr. Khorsand went over the Pandemic Data. He stated that the

U. S. would pass ltaly in 2 weeks. These charts are changing daily, Once you can Bet the chart to flatten

out is when you are controlling the situation. Labs across the country are testing 10,000 people per day.

Young will Bet this disease and transmit it to older people. Older pEople are more susceptible to death

from this disease. lt is very contagious. He showed charts and data for different countries. The

Department of Health does not have the manpower to stay on top of this situation. Thistype ofdisease

will have exponential growth. He explained the types of masks and protective gear needed to prevent

people from getting the disease. He stated 1't Responders are not properly protected. The world is

running out of enough masks and protective gear. The most likely places to get exposed are hospitals,

clinics, grocery stores, gas stations and convenience stores. Screening should be done at the front door

of hospitals and clinics. lf someone has symptoms, they should be isolated. Many people with the

disease are non-symptomatic. We must keep a safe distance from other people in public places.

Cleaning should be done constantly like in surgery. Dr. Jewel stated that Dr. Khorsand has contacts ail

over the world and these predictions are correct. You should be scared. People in healthcare have the

highest risk. There is information that this can stay airborne for 3 hours. Congress needs to be shut

down and so do beaches that are allowing spring break. Fifty percent ofthose ending up in the hospital

are between the ages of 20 and 50. We are here informing people to try and save more lives.

Commissioners Ezzell and Bilberry thanked them for informing the community. Dr. Jewel stated the

medical community is not ready. This infectious disease has shown it can live on surfaces for up to 9

days. When you m ust shop be sure to clean eveMhing and assume it exists on all surfaces. Dr. Jewel

thanked the Sheriff for de livering food tothe elderly. Commissioner Dana asked about a treatment. Dr.

Jewelstated currently there is no true treatment. Different things are beingtried to combatthe

disease. He stated symptoms can begin with a sore throat, mild fever, cou8hing, runny nose and even

diarrhea. The later symptoms include a dry cough and pneumonia. Dr. Khorsand stated the elderly

should stay at home. Many physicians have begun telemedicine. Many appoints are being conducted

electronically. He felt shutting things down for up to 2 months would help. Former senator, Tim

Jennings stated that Dr. Khorsand has been a quality Doctor in this community for 15 years. We need to

llsten to him.

A recess was taken at 10:28am, and the meeting resumed at 10:33am.
